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i, Barly in 1948, in the period imnediately preceding the siening of the Polish- 
Soviet Military Agreenent concerning the rearmanent and reequipping of the 
Polish army by the Soviets, Marshal Zymierski of the Polish General Staff | 
was summoned to Moscow for the rurpose of secretly comnittiny tho Polish 
army to the Soviet strategy in a future wr, 


2. In return for aid and equipnent, the Soviet General Staff requested a secret 
commitment on the part of the Polish General Staff authorizing the Soviet 
Staff to use the Polish arny as te vanruard in the initial Soviet attack 
arainst Yestern Burope. 


3. Marshal Zyniersii vigorously orposed this plan and threatened to resin 
rother than accept such a condition. In surport of his opposition !arshal 
Zymicrski claimed that the Poles could not survive such a sacrifice in view 
of the tremendous losses sustained by them in 'Jorld Yar IL. 


4. In conclusion a three-point conpronise was reached whereby the Polish General 
Staff was subordinated and for practical purposes incorporated with the actd- 
vities of the Soviet General Staff, and in event of emer-eney the Polish Staff 
was to- «come entirely under Soviet direction. (At least one purre of Polish 
Genoral Staff officers has taken rlace to facilitate this development) Secondly, 
in the event of war all Polish facilities were to be irrediately made available 
to the Russians, and third, the Polish army was to be sont arainst Italy, 
where much lers resistance is expected in view of the strength of the Italian 
Conrunist Party. 
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
